Not in Right Mind 

The prisoner was arrested in London 
#.4 a congiderable portion of the, ew- 
elry to the value of $1600 was found 
under a bed at his lodgings.

Wien 
charged with the offence by Inspec- 
tor O'Toole he repHed “I must not 
have been in my right mind when I did 
it. Hurry up and get it over, I will 
help you find the stuff.” 

Inspector O’Toole said the prisoner

Next, he worked 
ona sugar plantation in Cuba, staying 
seven months at Santiago. 

(He then proceeded to Vancouver ard 
Seattle where he jeined the U. S. A. 
cavalry and fought in the Philipines, 
Next he fought in the Cuban rebellion 
and being discharged, crossed the Am- 
erican border to Mexico, joining the in- 
surgents in British Horduras but fled 
next to Venezuela and fought as a 
rebel under Castro, He was also in 
Jamaica during the great earthquake 
and his next pilgrimage was Ch.na, 
where he joined the Boxers as a d- ' 
inspector.

Returning to Delagoa Bay he shipped 
to Yo,onama visited Korea, and work- 
ed on the Trans-Siberian railway, Be- 
ing imprisoned for agitation he escap 
ed to Moscow and St, Petersburg, ald 
Kronstadt and Russian Poland, and 
reached Alsace Lorraine and went back 
to Canada, When the war broke out 
he endeavored to jo: the British 
army in Canada but was rejected; but 
later on got a passport for England, 
and poined the army in King Edward's 
Horse from which he was invalided 
whén arrested on this charge. 

In passing sentet-ce of twelve month 
hard labor the chairman said it ap- 
peared he had led an adventurous life 
and he may possibly have suffered 
from his army experiences abroad and 
the court had taken that into consid- 
eration.
